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House Committee 
Urges Spy Trials 


Two Atomic 
Scientists 
Involved 


Washington, Sept. 27—(AP) 
—Spy trials for four persons— 
including 
two 
atom 
bomb 
scientists and a communist 
oarty official—were 
urged to- 
day by the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities committee. 


A 36-page report, in which 
the committee said it has been 
able so far only to "scratch 
the surface" of atomic spy 
activities in. this country, rec- 
ommended these legal actions. 


1. Prosecution of Steve Nelson, 
Communist party organizer in Penn- 
sylvania, on charges of outright es- 
pionage, and citation of Nelson for 
contempt of Qongress for refusing to 
answer committee questions. 


'2. Prosecution of Dr. Clarence F. 
Hiskey, his former wife, Marcia 
Sand Hiskey, and Dr. John H. Chap- 
in on charges of conspiracy to com- 
mit espionage. Hickey and Chapin 
were atomic bomb project scientists 
during the war. 
Accuse Three Of Conspiracy 


The committee accused the latter 
trio of conspiring with one Arthur 
Adams to pass along to Adams secret 
Information on their work in New 
york and Chicago on development 
of explosive derivatives of uranium 
Hie report identified Adams as an 
active spy for Moscow and said he 
is presumed now to be in Russia. 


Although it called for Dr. Chap 
in's prosecution along with the 
others, it called him a cooperative 
witness and recorded his denial, that 
he ever gave Adams any secrets. 


The* proposed prosecutions would 
be under the 1917 espionage set, 
which provides a maximum penalty 
of death or up to 30 years imprison- 
ment. 
May Ask For Perjury Charts 


The committee also said a my- 
sterious "Scientist X" should "either 
be prosecuted forthwith or cleared." 
That is a separate west coast case. 


It added that it may ask later for 
perjury charges against three wit- 
nesses heard in recent weeks. 


The report also said Dr. Martin 
D. Kamen, now a professor at Wash- 
ington University in St. Louis, "very 
definitely gave classified informa- 
tion" to a Russian consular official 
in San Francisco in 1944. Kamen 
"concedes that what he did consti 
tuted a gross' indiscretion," the re 
port said, adding: 


"Whether that was all it was, or 
whether it constituted Sbmething 
more than that, the committee is 
not prepared at this time to say." 


The Kamen affair was reported as 
separate from the Hiskey-Chapin 
and "Scientist X" matters, although 
the committee declared it was pur- 
suing leads which indicated a tie-up 
t>- all atomic spying at the top. 


Dewey Outlines Plan 
To Develop Resources 


Seattle, Sept. 27 — (>P) — Gov. peoples everywhere tonight, there is 
Thomas E. Dewey charted tonight a a fervent prayer that calmness and 
vast development of the nation's wisdom and the firm hand of justice 
natural resources to provide "more may resolve this newest crisis. No 
power to wage the peace." 


•Hie Republican candidate for 
president outlined a nine-point pro- 
gram keyed to regional supervision, 
in a large measure, of the country's 
rivers. 


In a major campaign address pre- 
pared for delivery at J0:30 pjn. CST, 
Dewey said: 


"Just as we needed vast amounts 
of hydroelectric power to develop the 
atomic bomb, we now need more 
power to develop the peace." 


Dewey estimated that America's 
power-producing capacity will have 
to be increased by almost 20 percent 
during the next five years "if our 
nation is to have new factories and 
electricity we need to lighten the 
burden of work in our homes and on 
our farms." 


Calling for power and reclamation 
development to build a stronger na- 
tion, the New York governor said 
we are determined to be strong en- 
ough to live in peace." 


As an example of what he had in 
mind, the New York governor defer- 
red briefly to the dispute over the 
Berlin blockade—now being checked 
to the Uiiited Nations—and added: 
"In the hearts of peace-loving 


nation can hope to profit from ag- 
gression." 


Unearth French 
Fort Near Starved 
Rock State Park 


Champaign, HI., Sept. 27— (IP)—An 
old French fort, which scientists be- 
lieve is Fort St. Louis, has been un- 
earthed near Starved Rock, La Salle 
County, 111., Dr. John C. McGregor, 
associate professor of anthropology 
at the University of Illinois, said to- 
night. 


McGregor and Dr. Penneth Orr, of 
the University 
of 
Chicago, and 
Thomas Lee, of Port Bruce, Ontario, 
Canada, were members of an expedi- 
tion which spent most of the summer 
digging on top of Starved Rock. 
Lee, currently attending the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, was artist for the 
group. He drew pictures to scale 
of items uncovered at the site. 


"We found evidence of structures 
which we believe were the remains of 
a French fort—Fort St. Louis," Mc- 
Gregor said. "We found quantities of 
trades materials—beads, pottery— 
which seemed to be French. We 
found one room too deep and too big 
for anything the Indians might 
have built." f

He 
was removed to St. Joseph's hospital 
at Belvidere. 


Otto Schnering, president of the 
Curtiss company, estimated damage 
at $100,000. He said the livestock 
was valued at $60,000, and the barn, 
HO,000.

Companies bidding today are: Ro- 
tary Electric Steel Co., Detroit, 
Mich.; Glazer Steel Corporation, 
Knoxvile, Tenn.; Pittsburgh Mills 
Steel Co., Inc., New York City, and 
P o r t s m o u t h Steel Corporation, 
Portsmouth, Ohio. All companies 
proposed the plant be used for the 
production of stesi ingots. 


The open-hearth section of the 
facility includes approximately 267,- \ 
900 square feet, six open health fur- 
naces and other machinery and 
equipment. 


TRUMAN ASSAILS CONGRESS 


Bonham, Tex., Sept. 27 — (IP) — 
President Truman said tonight he 
doesn't want the brand of "unity of- 
fered by a Republican party that 
would let prices go sky high" and 
give tax relief to-the rich. 


In a campaign speech prepared 
for delivery in the high school stad- 
ium here, Mr. Truman also declared: 
The 80th Congress has shown 
that the Republican party is still the 
high-tariff party of Smoot and 
Hawley and Joe Grundy. 


"And you can't expect anyone 
under an obligation to Joe Grundy 
to change it into some other kind of 
party. Gov. Thomas E. Dewey has 
been stressing "unity" during the 
Republican campaign. 


To his Bonham audience Mr. Tru- 
man made no explanation of his 
reference to former Senator Joseph 
P. Grundy. Nor did he mention his 
Republican rival, Dewey, by name. 


But the Grundy wing of the Re- 
publican party in Pennsylvania was 
credited with playing a big hand in 
swinging the GOP nomination to 
Dewey at the Republican convention. 


Earlier, at Waco, in a state where 
civil rights and racial issues have 
split states rights Democrats from 
the regular party, there was booing 
after a Negro woman, Mrs. E. L. 
Harrison, shook hands with the 
president. 


Mrs. Harrison told reporters she 
is a member of the Inter-Racial 
league. 


As for his own administration, the 
President said in his prepared ad- 
dress, its main objective always has 
been "to establish a Just and per- 
manent peace. 


Green Denies Gamblers 
Are Supporting Campaign 


Chicago, Sept. 27—(^—Governor 
Green tonight denounced as an 
"outright lie" and "malicious vili- 
fication" 
Democratic 
statements 
that gamblers have kicked in funds 
to his election campaign. 


"I have never had any truck with 
hoodlums or gangsters, and I never 
will," the Republican governor de- 
clared in a radio-television speech, 
the first of six be will make in his 
bid for a third tenn. 


"I denounce as an outright lie any 
statement that I have ever sought 
or recieved one penny from those 
sources." he added in his prepared 
address. 


He said he had never heard of 
gangsters "wasting their money or 
their threats on men who could 
neither help them nor harm them." 


Green's Democratic opponent, Ad- 
la i E. Stevenson, charged in a recent 
speech that "underworld lords have 
financed Governor Green's cam- 
paigns." 


Green declared the accusation was 
a "phony issue" being used as the 
basis for "a campaign of malicious 
vilification and innuendo." He as- 
serted that voters will "dismiss this 
campaign lie" and "rebuke those 
who have stooped to spread it." 


The governor said the sheriff and 
state's attorney in each county are 
responsible 
for 
enforcing 
anti- 
gambling laws and that he had no 


power to interfere. He took this 
position, he added, in reply to sug- 
gestions that state police "should 
be hunting dice games, slot ma- 
chines and punchboards " 


Green said state patrolmen were 
empowered to enforce general crim- 
inal laws "only in cooperation with 
local authorities." 


"Actually, local authorities need 
no help if they wish to enforce the 
gambling statutes," he said. 


Outlining part of his reelection 
platform, Green called for a per- 
manent branch of the University of 
Illinois in the Chicago area and 
expressed hope the project would 
be started in the next four years. 
The university now operates a tem- 
porary branch at Navy Pier, Chi- 
cago. 


He also said the state "must pro- 
vide every dollar our pocketbook can 
afford" for schools.

Illinois Pilot 
Dies In Collision 
Of Fighter Planes 


Peoria, HI., Sept. 27 — (IP) — One 
pilot was killed and another es- 
caped injury tonight when two F-51 
fighter planes of the 169th Air Na- 
tional guard fighter - squadron col- 
lided at Municipal airport. 


Major Arthur Szold, commander 
of the Peoria-based squadron, said 
the name of the dead man could 
not be disclosed until next of kin 
had been notified. It is known he 
was a second lieutenant. 


Unscathed in the accident, which 
occurred on the airport's main run- 
way, was Raymond McMains, 31, of 
410 Glandale ave., surburban Creve 
Coeur, 111. 


Witnesses said McMains, who saw 
action as a fighter pilot in the Paci- 
fic theater during World War II, 
was taking off at the time of the 
collision. His plane had just cleared 
the ground when it rammed into an- 
other fighter which had just landed 
and was being taxied toward the 
hangars. 


Both planes were demolished. Mc- 
Mains' plane burned. 


McMains said "I didn't know what 
I hit until I got out. I didn't get a 
scratch." 


Both of the planes were taking 
part in routine night transition 
flights. 


Although McMains escaped with- 
out injury, he was badly shaken up 
by the crash. 


Further details were not immedi- 
ately available. 


Washington, Sept. 27—(IP)—A $6,- 
000,000 loan to Czechoslovakia, the 
¡first such credit granted in the So- 
viet sphere, was announced by the 
International Monetary Fund to- 
day. 


The new venture into economic co- 
operation across the Russian-erected 
barrier dividing Europe was dis- 
closed as governors of the 47-natior 
fund and world bank assembled in 
cautious optimism over the progress 
of world recovery. 


Chairman Wang Yun-Wu, Chi- 
nese finance minister, declared in 
the opening address that the Mar- 
shall Plan guarantees that recon- 
struction in western Europe will gc 
forward—and "it is now well-nigh 
certain that recovery there will be 
achieved." 


But the governors heard a word 
of caution from President Truman 
that it cannot be achieved without 
'the cooperative effort of all na- 
tions." 


Chicago, Sept. 27 — (#) _ If four 
guards had followed county jail 
rules, last week's jail break would 
not have happened, Sheriff Elmer 
Michael Walsh was reported to have 
told the grandjury today. 


Walsh was the first witness as the 
jury began an investigation of the 
escape of three prisoners after over- 
powering a guard. 


T&o of the prisoners, Alfonso Na- 
pera and Chester Miller, were re- 
captured the next day. The third 
man, Edward Vleck, still is at large, 
Walsh, who dismissed the four 
guards several days after the break, 
was followed into the jury chamber 
by Frank G. Sain, warden of the 
jail. The dismissed guards are ex- 
pected to be called as witnesses. 


Najera is awaiting trial on a mur- 
der charge. Miller is held on three 
robbery charges. Vleck was awaiting 
shipment to the state penitentiary 
for a seven to 10 year sentence for 
robbery.

Air Force disclosed today it has two 
jet bombers faster than early models 
of the F-80 shooting star jet fighter, 
It rated one bomber at more than 
600 miles an hour. 


This is the Boeing B-47 startojet, 
a six engine warplane of radical de 
sign about the size and weight of the 
B-29 superfortress. It will be pro 
duced at Boeing's Wichita, Kans. 
plant. 


he "other speedy bomber is the 
North American B-45, a four engine 
jet of conventional shape weighing 
41 tons and rated in the "550 mph 
class." 


Air Force Secretary Symington 
disclosed in New York Saturday that 
a jet bomber "ran away from jet 
fighters," but gave no details. Other 
Air Force officials released addi- 
tional information today. 


Both the B-47 and the B-45 are 
faster than the "A" and "B" models 
of the F-80 which are in general 
service with the Air Force. Those 
models will be replaced by the F-80C, 
which has a speed of 600 miles an 
hour compared with 500 to 550 mph 
for the earlier types. 


V.S. SENATOR DIES 


Miller, 6JX, Sept. 27 — (fP) — U.S. 
Senator Harlan Bushfield (R-S.D.) 
died today in Miller hospital after a 
long illness. He was 66 years old. 


Physicians said death was due to 
a cerebral hemorrhage. He had been 
hospitalized since Sept. 18. 


He was born at Atlantic, Iowa, 
Aug. 6, 1882 but had spent most of 
his life in,South Dakota. 


Douglas Asks

On Berlin Issue

Douglas, Democratic candidate for 
U.S. Senator, challenged Republi- 
can Sen. C. Wayland Brooks today 
to state his position on the Berlin 
situation.

Douglas said in an address. 


"He is against our bi-partisan 
foreign policy.

cratic friends in Europe as they 
gird themselves to stop further Rus 
sian expansion." 


Paris, Sept. 21—(IP)- -British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin today 
called on the United Nations to ap- 
prove speedily Count Folke Berna- 
dotte's Palestine peace plan. 
He 
termed it the "best hope for healing 
the breach" between the Arabs and 
the Jews. 


Spokesmen for the Arab nations 
expressed opposition to any imposi- 
tion of a Palestine settlement by 
force. Sir Mohammed Zafrullah 
Khan, foreign minister for Pakistan, 
assailed Israel as a "cancer in the 
Middle East that must be removed. 


Bevin opened Britain's policy dec- 
laration to the 58-nation assembly 
with a review of the Holy Land situ- 
ation. He noted that the United 
States and France also are backing 
the plan put forward by the assas- 
sinated U. N. mediator. The Arabs 
oppose it and the Jews have criticiz- 
ed some parts. 


"We (the British) have decided to 
support Count Bernadotte's plan in 
its entirety and we would urge speed 
in dealing with it," he said. 


Berlin, Sept. 27—(IP)—'The Berlin 
city government told the quarreling 
allied occupation powers today they 
should get together on a Berlin set 
tlement or all get out of the city and 
let the Germans run it. 


Berliners looked to the United 
Nations as a last desperate chance 
for a peaceful settlement of the east- 
west dispute over the blockaded city, 
but most people felt there was little 
hope. 


The German press was almost un- 
animously pessimistic that the U.N. 
could succeed where direct negotia- 
tions had failed. The Communist 
press claimed Berlin was none of 
the United Nations' business and 
warned its intervention might wreck 
the world peace organization. 


Amid the speculation following 
the breakdown in east-west negotia- 
tions two things seemed immediately 
certain: 


1. The air lift supplying Berlin's 
western sectors over the Soviet 
ground blockade will be expanded as 
much as necessary to meet the needs 
of approaching winter. 


2. The building of a western Ger- 
man government in the British. 
French and American occupation 
zones will be speeded as a counter- 
thrust against the growing Soviet 


pressure on Germany. 


A resolution drafted by the execu- 
tive branch of the Socialist-domin- 
ated city government contained the 
suggestion that the Germans be 
given full responsibiltiy for the city 
government. 


But the resolution also asked that 
"so long as the occupation of Ger- 
many continues" and Berlin re- 
mains under four-power control "no 
one power have any more influence 
in Be^jin than any other." 


This was a direct slap at the Rus- 
sians, who have been seeking to 
overthrow the legally-elected gov- 
ernment and achieve full communist 
control of the city. 


Judge Rules Even 
Churchill's Dog 


ance 


Washington, Sept. 27—(TP)—If a 
dog howls, he's an annoyance—even 
if he does belong to Winston 
Churchill. 


So said Judge Stedman Prescott 
of Montgomery county, Md., circuit 
court today in directing owners of a 
large kennel to keep their dogs 
from disturbing the neighborhood. 


The kennel at Ashton, Md., houses 
from 40 to 70 dogs, it was testified, 
and some of the pups belonged to 
such noted people as Winston 
Churchill, Henry A. Wallace and 
Marlene Dietrich. 
Said Judge Prescott: 
"These are very prominent per- 
sonages, but it is difficult to discern 
any difference in the annoyance 
caused by a large group of howling 
dogs, whether owned by a prime 
minister, a movie star, a former 
vice president, or just a common- 
place person like oneself." 


Grand Jury Names 
Peoria Men On 
Conspiracy Count 


Lincoln, 111., Sept. 27—VP)—One of 
the proprietors and three employes 
of a Peoria insect exterminating 
firm were indicted today by the 
Logan county grand jury on confid- 
ence game and conspiracy charges. 


Named were James King and 
Kenneth, James and Donald Cain, 
all of Peoria. Kenneth Cain was 
listed as a partner in the reliable 
termite control company. The other 
three were identified as employes. 
James and Donald Cain are nephews 
of Kenneth Cain. 


All four were charged in one in- 
dictment with conspiracy and in a 
separate indictment with operating 
a confidence game. 


The indictments specifically al- 
leged the men obtained more than 
$300 from Mrs. Prudence B. Scott of 
Lincoln by wrongfully representing 
Walter Richardson of Marston, In that her premises were infested with 
Missouri's Bootheel, was indicted by I termites and needed control tr"t- 
the 1947 September term grand jury ment. 
on two counts charging him with 
failing to report $148,431 of an al- 
leged $170,000 income. 


U.S. Attorney Drake Watson said 
the government will show that Rich- 
ardson paid only $3,000 in taxes 
during the two-year period. He said 
Richardson owns two cotton gins 
and between 10,000 and 11,000 acres 
of farmland. He said the trial will 
bring out that Richardson used 
three or four different names in 
financial transactions and maintains 
separate bank accounts in those 
names.

Convinced That 
Marine Vet Shot 
Wife Accidentally 


Chicago, Sept. 27 — (IP) — Police 
Capt. Matthew Murphy said tonight 
he is "convinced" that Mark Provo, 
24, told the truth when he claimed 
the fatal shooting of his wife Satur- 
day was accidental. 


Provo, a marine veteran twice 
wounded on Saipan, submitted vol 
untarlly to two hours of questioning 
under a lie detector test. After the 
questioning, Provo was ordered held 
without charge of the inquest to 
morrow. It was his second lie test. 
The first was inconclusive because 
Provo was "too tired and unrespon- 
sive," police said. 


Mrs. Provo, also 24, was shot about 
10 
Saturday. Their two young 
sons, Mark, Jr., four, and Frederick, 
two, slept in another room. Provo 
reported the shooting about 3 a.m. 
Sunday. 


Capt. Murphy said Provo told him 
during the test that he knew the .32 
caliber pistol was loaded and that "I 
aimed at the window." The police 
officer said Provo told him he made 
no attempt to get aid for his wife 
after the shooting. He told police 
he threw the pistol into Lake Michi- 
gan. 


Mrs. Provo's father, Frank. Cross 
of De Soto, HI., said the young 
couple had got along very well.

Convict Unfolds 
Story Of LaSalle 
County Jail Break 


Ottawa, HI., Sept. 27—(IP)—One of 
three Mississippi convicts who broke 
from LaSalle county jail Sept. 23 
today told authorities he smuggled 
in their escape weapon during a 
"visit." 


The three were recaptured by a 
posse yesterday near Seneca. 


Sheriff Edward T. Ryan said 
George Brooks, 24, unfolded this 
story of preparations for the break: 


After two of the convicts were 
seized and jailed at Mendota, HI., 
George traded a rifle to a Mar- 
seilles merchant for a .22 caliber re- 
volver. 


While authorities hunted- him, 
George visited his brother, John, 
21, and Lewis Thomas, 22, posing as 
a "war buddy" of his younger bro- 
ther. He brought in the revolver 
strapped to his leg. 


John concealed the weapon be- 
hind a bent piece of his steel cell 
wall. 


George was arrested later and 
jailed. The three made their jail 
break at the conclusion of a con- 
ference between the Brook.? brothers 
and their lawyers, Taylor E. Wil- 
helm and Carlos O. Davies. 


John, armed with the revolver, 
forced the two attorneys and two 
jail attendants into a cell and freed 
Thomas.

Chambers Faces 
Slander, Libel 
Suits From Hiss 


Baltimore, Sept. 27 —(IP)— Alger 
Hiss, former State Department offi- 
cial, today filed a $50,000 slander and 
libel suit in federal court against 
Whittaker Chambers. 


Chambers, an associate editor of 
Time magazine, identified Hiss in 
testimony before the House un 
American activities committee in 
Washington, as active in communist 
activities several. years ago. 


Hiss charged in his complaint that 
Chambers made "untrqe. false and 
defamatory statements" about hifh 
before the committee on Aug. 3, 7, 
17, 25 and 30 and on the Mutual 
Broadcasting network's "Meet The 
Press" program Aug. 27. 


Paris, Sept. 2 7 — (AP) 
— 
Britain's Ernest Bevin warned 
today that the United Nations 
may fall apart over the east- 
west conflict and the possibil- 
ity arose that a double veto by 
Russia will keep the Berlin 
crisis out of the Security Coun- 
cil. 


The foreign secretary told 
the U. N. Assembly that Rus- 
sia alone will be to blame if 
the black fury of an atomic 
war grips the world. 
It is im- 
possible to work on a world 
basis he declared, "we must 
proceed on a regional basis." 


Accusing Russia of insincerity, un- 
truthfulness and evasion, he said: 
"It is better to have our difficulties 
now than to-live in a fool's para- 
dise." He added: 
One Power Responsible 


"If the black fury, the incalcula- 
ble disaster of atomic war should 
fall upon us, all I can say is, that 
one power will alone be responsible 
for the evils which may be visited 
upon mankind." 


A delegate from Soviet-dominated 
Poland told a reporter tonight that 
Russia may invoke the double veto 
to block council acceptance of the 
western powers' Berlin case and 
thus snuff our firing of the charges 
against Russia at the very start. His 
statement came as the tiiree powers 
moved swiftly for emergency coun- 
cil handling of the situation. 


The western powers completed 
their notes to the council charging 
Russia with threatening world peace 
through her road, rail and river 
blockade of the battered German 
capital. 
Ask For Quick Action 


The notes ask for urgent action. 
The council may take uo the case 
as early as Thursday with the very 
life of the U.N.—and perhaps peace 
—at stake. Identical notes from the 
United States, Britain and France 
will be delivered to U.N. Secretary- 
General Trygve Lie tomorrow at 3:30 
pjn. (8:30 ftjn. CST). 


Bt debate on the merits of the 
Case may never start. Juliusz Kata- 
suchy, the Polish delegate, said Rus- 
sia would argue in the council that 
the Berlin situation is not a threat 
to peace. He said the Soviet Union 
may use the double veto to keep 
the problem off the agenda (calen- 
dar). 


Under the double veto—used three 
times in council history by Russia— 
she would vote against putting the 
western-power complaint on the 
agenda, arguing that the negative 
vote was a veto. If other members 
challenged, Russia would veto the 
challenge. 
Speculate On Ross Tactics 


There has been wide speculation 
here over the tactics the Russians 
will' use. Some observers expect the 
Russians to walk out if the council 
goes ahead with debate. Others ex- 
pect a Soviet veto at the end if there 
is a debate. 


The three-power notes cite Arti- 
cle 39 under Chapter Seven, the 
most powerful section of the U.N. 
charter. The council is given the 
power to eliminate threats to the 
peace through such pressure as eco- 
nomic and diplomatic sanctions 
finally, armed force.

If you could have a dime for every time the presi- 
dential nominees are introduced in this campaign as "¿he 
next president," you would become a rich man. Probably 
no other phrase has. ever had such a workout as this one 
receives every four years. 


Reporters who follow the candidates say that there 
is seldom a variation from this manner erf introduction. 
At jerk-water stops, at railway stations, in public parks, 
in civic auditoriums, everywhere the candidate appears 
he hears himself hailed as the next president—"And now 
i give you, without further delay, the NEXT PRESIDENT 
OF THE UNITED STATES." 


It rarely fails to get applause, though the candidate, 
having heard it so many times he has almost developed 
.traumatic neurosis, has difficulty forcing a dry grin of 
appreciation. 


Why not vary it a little? They might say: "And now 
1 give you a man who I sincerely believe will make a great 
president—that crusading campaigner and great Ameri- 
can," and so on. 


It might be enough just to call him "that invincible 
nominee," that "triumphant campaigner" or that "uncon- 
querable American crusader." 


It hardly seems possible that any candidate will fail 
of election for want of being introduced as a sure win- 
ner. It wouldn't hurt just to introduce him by.name, but 
if the victory motif can't be dispensed with, let's vary the 
language, at least. That could go for lesser candidates, 
too:

No candidate is sin- 
cere when he talks about reducing 
taxes on one hand and increasing 
appropriations on the other." He 
went on to point out that Gov.
